The European parliament in Strasbourg voted last month legislation 
that would ban aging planes equipped with US-made "hush-kits" that 
lower their noise levels. 

The European legislation must be approved by European transport 
ministers before going into effect on April 1, 1999. The ministers are 
expected to vote on the matter in Brussels on March 29. 

The US Commerce Department estimates that more than 1,000 
planes belonging to the companies Northwest Airlines, Federal 
Express Corp and United farce! Service (UPS) will be affected by the 
European bail. The House of Representatives vote, which has yet to be 
approved by the Senate, would affect four flights daily by die super- 
sonic jet Concorde, two operated by British Airways from London and 
two by Air France from Paris.

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Did you know that a treasure that compares 
to that of TUtankhamen was discovered in 
Tanis, situated in the Egyptian Delta! but 
the discovery was never publicised? 

The rreasure was unearthed by archaeol- 
ogist Pierre Montet in the nineteen thirties 
and fourties. He uncovered three royal 
tombs that had been left untouched for 
3000 years. They belonged to obscure 
Pharaohs of the Third Intermediate Period 
after the mighty conquerors Hithmosis III 
and Ramses It, 

The tombs belonged to Pharaoh 
Psusennes I (1036-989 BC) and Chechonq II 
^regent. (890 BC) who was of Lybian ori- 
gin. Chechonq 11 was mentioned in the 
book of Chronicles in the Bible as the 
Pharaoh who conquered Jerusalem and pil- 
laged the Temple of Solomon! its gold, 
and probably the Ark of the Covenant with 
its angels made of solid gold. 

The third tomb belonged to Amonemope 
(989-98 1 BC) 

The lack of media coverage of this great 
discovery was due to irs coinciding with 
the Second World War. The French archae- 
ological mission left Tanis the day of the 
appeal of General de Gaulle in London, the 
third of may. 1940. They had to leave Egyp 
and the site was robbed during their 
absence. 

They returned in 1 945 and uncovered the 
ronib of Ouudebaounded, chief archer of 
Psusennes I. 

The Egyptian authorities now required 
that the Cairo Museum should lock all its 
treasures up in a safe. 

During the Egyptian revolt against King 
Farouk, the French mission had to leave 
Egypr once more and Montet never 
enjoyed the fame of Howard Carter and 
Lord Camavon. 

After WW 11, Europe was ready for recon- 
struction and no one had time to deal with 
archaeological discoveries In the Middle 
East. 

Fortunately the lost treasures were slow- 
ly recuperated and were housed in a room 
in the Cairo Museum: gold masks, pec- 
torals. bracelets and rings, gold vessels 
used for rituals, figurines etc.; all bear wit- 
ness to exceptional craftsmanship. Hie 
treasures were put away and forgotten for 
forty years, until France finally brought 
them Into the limelight, and exhibited 
them In French museums. The materpieces 
of Thnis have been travelling around the 
world ever since.
